Scientific Tourists. 


Messrs, Law, Byron, Clarke and Panton 
passed through Calgary last Saturday on 
their way east, after a week's vacation in 
the Rockies, They tented at Laggan and 
made several scientific excursions into the 
mauntains, during which a most excellent 
collection of botanical specimens was ob- 
tained, illustrating valley and mountain 
flora. During their stay they climbed to 
the summitof one of the highest mountains 
inthe vicinity, The ascent occupied ten 
houre and the déscent six, This was one 
of the most instructive tramps. As the 
mountain was ascended the change in 
plant life could be readily observed, planta 
two feet high in the valley being only 
eight or nine inches high near the summit. 
Beautiful white heather was in abundance 
far up the mountain, and many Alpine 
flowers were seen blooming in sohtary 
splendour, ‘The snow line was passed, and 


| from the vantage ground of this high moun- 


tain a magnificent scene was observed, 
Mountain streams, wending their way to 
the Bow River, appeared like sil ver threads 
among the green; and on every side, far 
as the eye can reach, the towering, snow~ 
capped Rockies seemed tu rise above the 
clouds. Having learned that this moun- 
tain was without a name, they took the 
liberty of calling it Mount Dawson, after 
the distinguished Canadien geologist. 
They also visited the tunnel, five miles be- 
yond the track.
